Before he quit his office, General 


Butler released for public inspection |, 


‘a mass of correspondence with Mayor 
W. Freeland Kendrick, in which he 
accused the chief executive of lack 
of moral courage in enforcing the 
prohibition law. General Butler as 
“serted jn a memorandum he gaye out 
“that the maror ordered him to “lay 
“off big places.” 

“There is a difference between a 
$7,000,000 investment and a cheap 
‘place which blackmails people,” the 
mayor is quoted by General Butler to 
have said. 

Mayor Asks for Support. 

Mayor Kendrick made no comment 
on the correspondence, but earlier in 
the day issued an appeal to the people 
to support him in enforcing the law. 

Assistant Director George W. EI- 
Hott succeeds General Butler as the 
head of the department. 

The latest developments in the two 
days of dramatic occurrences at city 
hall bring into the battle between the 
“mayor and his ousted director, the 
mames of the Ritz-Carlton, Bellevue 
‘Stratford and Walton hotels.

Life Story of Girl Pal of Bandit Suspect 


BLAMES BAD COMPANY FOR DAUGHTER’S CONNECTION WITH SLAYERS 


Is Revealed by Her Grief-Stricken Mother

In an iron-barred ‘cell at “polices 
headquarters a tawdry little girl with 
red head as closely cropped as a boy's’ 
and with a sardonic smile . painted 
on her lips sits with an air of bravado 
and openly enjoys the reputation -of 
being a woman of mystery and e 
pal of bandits. 

In a little cottage on Addie s . 
in the rear of 33 Glass street = 
miles away, a quiet woman swith 
light of disillusioned. motherhood ghia- 
ing in her eyes watches her 13-month- 
old grandson while he plays with a 
toy automobile in blissful ignorance 
of the fact that his mother is behind 
prison bars. 

The girl is Ruby Sui Ruby 
Ray if she cares to use the tame of 
the man she married and left. 

The woman on Addie street is Ruby ’ 
Jones’ mother, Mrs. Jesse Beard, revy- 
ered teacher of a Stinday school class 
for girls in the Bellwood Avenue Bap- 
tist church. 

And the child is Ruby Jones’ baby, 
left in care of its grandmother while 
the girl mother strikes brave poses— 
and is really the most pitiful figur» 
in Atlanta’s latest tragedy, the killing 
of William H. Cheek in his little 


Peachtree road grocery and the ‘solu- 
tion to the mystery. surrounding his 


‘slaying. 


While newspapers . flaur*  first- 
page pictures of Ruby sitting on a 
bed in the matron’s ward with an 
expanse of silk stocking displayed to 
view and with shingled head tilted in 
the approved movie style of por- 
traiture, her mother is waiting for an 
opportunity to speak a good word in 


thé | her behalf. 


At the.same time, J. W. Yates, 
manager of the Edgewood hotel where 


Ruby is said to have lived for a time 
with Jack Wilson, sought as the 


slayer of Cheek, tells a story of the 
girl’s devil-may-care masquerades in 
men’s clothing, of nocturnal jaunts 
with Wilson—one, in fact, on the 
night of the Cheek killing, when she 
and Wilson are said to' have returned 
tired and mnd-stained—and of com- 
ings and goings with Wilson and oth- 
er men. 

“Ruby bas of late fallen into badjo 
company,” her mother, Mrs Beard, 
told a Constitution reporter Wednes- 
day. “I know she has been going with 


people who were not good for her, and 
she got into trouble, but I believe she 
is telling the truth in this bandit af- 


fair. I don’t believe she had anything 
to do with the horrible shooting, but} 
I do believe that she was told about-it 
by her companions and that she has 
told all that she knew to detectives.” 
Teaches Sunday School. Class. 
Mrs. Beard was married to Jesse 
Beard in June about six years ago and 
they lived for many months on “Mt. 
Perrin road near Buckhead. She is a 
teacher of a Sunday school class of 
girls between the ages of 8 and 9 in 
the Bellwood Avenue Baptist church. 
Wednesday she related the complete 
history of her daughter's life to a Con- 
stitution reporter. In substance and 
stripped of occasional remarks in de- 
fense of the girl, it was as follows: 
Ruby was born in Ogama, Ark., on 
October 2, 1909. Her father, the late 
Elmer Jones, was born and reared in 
Fulton county, ngar Buckhead.

Night. on the main highway through

A powerful two-passenger automo- 
bile, nearly new, mired above the 
axles in red, clinging mud. 

Two ladie’, pleasant and cultured, 


| Standing disconsolate on the road 


bank, their dainty shoes buried be- 


| neath great gobs of gooey mud. 


A Georgia farmer with a team of 
mules, desperately struggling to pull 
the mired car out of a mudhole. 

The car bore a Michigan license 
tag. The ladies said they came from 
Detroit. Were en route to Miami. 
One was the mother of a boy, lying 
dangerously ill in the Florida city, 
hurrying to his bedside, with the con- 
staut fear gripping her heart that 
she might be too late. 

They told us that this was the 
fourth time they had been mired so 
that mule power was necessary to 
haul them out during the day. 

The farmer, between appeals to his 
mules, told us that this made the 
fiftieth car he had hauled out of that 
same stretch of road during the day. 
At $2 each, an inheritance of a span 
of mules and a muddy stretch of road 
is not an inconsiderable fortune . in 
Georgia today, with the hundreds of 


tourists who are passing through the 
state each day. 
_ Typical Experience. 
The incident of the mired Michigan 
car was but the climax of a day of 
frightful—yet, they say, typical—ex- 
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periences on Georgia roads. We left 
Atlanta for Macon ‘early Tuesday 


morning. After finishing our business 
in the Central City—it was speedily 
disposed of—we went on to Perry. A 
short stop there, then back by way of 
Fort: Valley, Culloden, etc:, to Barnes- 
ville and so back over the morning 
route through Jonesboro, Griffin, 
Hapeville and home, 

You -will note that the route we 
followed was, in effect, the “Main 
street’’ of Georgia. With the possi- 
ble exception of the highway from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta, the road from 
Macon to Atlanta is the most impor- 
tant in the state today. The Chatta- 
nooga-Atlanta road, you may: remem- 
ber, was officially declared impassable 
by the state highway department last 
Monday. 

The Atlanta-Macon highway was 
not impassable Tuesday. For we got 
through. So did other cars. They 
however, left their record of desperate 
struggles deeply scored in the muddy 
ditches beside the road. They left 
deep gouges where their wheels had 
skidded in the Georgia mud, throwing 
themselves into the ditch. We also 
saw; high up on the red clay banks 
at the far side of the ditch, marks 
where the car tops had scraped when 
they fell completely over on their side. 

Between Atlanta and Macon the 
distance is a little over 100 miles. 
There is 19 miles of paved highway 
as you leave Atlanta. Then, leaving 
Jonesboro, comes a gap with nothing 
but sandclay, scored deep with ruts in 
dry weather, and a morass of mud 
after rains. In this stretch there is 
at present a five-mile detour which is 
nothing but a country lane with all 
the difficulties of country: lane driv- 
ing at the best of times. After rain, 
it Oh, gosh! 

More Pavement. 


In Spalding county there is another 
stretch of about 14 miles of paved 
oes: And, when you strike the 
Bibb county line, it is smooth concrete 
driving from then on into Macon.

It is 
the highway over which a greater 
number of tourists pass than any 
other. It is the highway from which 
visitors from distant states form their 
opinions about Georgia, and it is the 
highway that does more advertising 
for Georgia than all the bought news- 
paper and magazine space of all the

ined. 

You know what kind of advertis- 
ing it is. 

Impressive Disadvantage. 

Today, when citizens of other sec- 
tions respond to the Florida Jure— 
as they are responding in their tens 
‘and hundreds of theusands—they set

Promised Land.” Before they reach 
the land of promise and orange blos- 
soms, however, they must struggle 
through the mud and _ automobile 
agony of the “Georgia Valley of the 
Shadow.”

Jerome Watson, chief of the Ohio 
burean of mines, is directing efforts. 
The flames have eaten 200 feet back 
in the mine, but are confined to the 
main entry, If they spread, which 
Watson considers unlikely, the mine 
will be. sealed up. 

Mine officials, led by Watson and 
six Ohio mine inspectors, plunged into 
the fight against the conflagration as 
soon as the last body was removed 
early today. The nine miners who died 
had rushed? to the main air Shaft 
hoping td-escape, but were suffocated 
in trying to climb toe ground level;

NO ESCAPE FROM CRIME. 
The arrests and alleged confes- 
sions of two of the bandits who 


side grocer, in his place of business 
Saturday night, emphasize again the 
difficulty of getting away with 
crime. 

‘Sometimes a criminal may escape 
justice for a long time—which is 
the exception and not the rule— 
but even then the lash of conscience 
whips*him into a penal bondage 
within himself, and sooner or later 
the debt will be paid to society. 

In most cases, as in the quick ap- 
prehension of the’ Cheek murderers 
—one of whom implicated is but a 
mere boy—the law finds its of- 
fender. 

The criminals escaped from the 
scene without being seen or identi- 


** | fied by any one who knew them. 


It first appeared that they might 
escape from the nets thrown about 
their haunts, or might successfully 
hide in the shadows of a sympathetic 
underworld, but they could do 
neither. 

It was a mere circumstance that 
led to their apprehension, but in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
there are just such small—and to the 
untrained, negligible—circumstances 
that not only disclose the identity 
of criminals and lead to their ar- 
rest, but lead further to their con- 
viction, from which the penalties 
as prescribed by law can not be 
escaped. 

The third party, who.is alleged to 
have fired the unprovoked shot in 
the Cheek assassination, will be cap- 
tured. It is inevitable. 

Under no circumstances can crime 
be made to pay. The law is supreme 
and will always be. 

The officers who aided in the 
capture of these young bandits are 
to be warmly. congratulated for the 
system and thoroughness of this 
work. It is such unfailing loyalty 
to duty and efficiency in its exe- 
cution that adds strength to our 
judiciary system, and security to our 
people. 

In the meantime to check this 
growing tendency of youth toward 
crime is. one of the greatest social 
obligations of the hour. Whatever 
may be the cause the problem must 
be met. Scarcely a week passes 
that the Atlanta newspapers do not 
carry a story about “baby. bandits.” 
lt is the disposition to get money 
“to keep the pace’ without working 
for it.

Sinking his right hand repeatedly 
into Flowers’ body, McTigue stalled 
off the negro’s savage rushes, but 
lacked agressiveness, as he always 
does, and was lucky to win the award. 

The best arid fastest bout on the 
card was the semi-final bout, in which 
Fidel la Barba, world’s featherweight 
champion, whipped Lew Perfetti, of 
New York, and showed a world of 
class in doing so. 

What the customers, who contribut- 
ed some $50,000 to charity and an- 
other $50,000 to the fighters and Tex 
Rickard, lost on the main bout, they 
made up in this semi-final scrap. 


Other Disappointments. 


Ernie Jarvis the “mighty atom” 
from Great Britain, failed to show 
much class against Corporal Schwartz, 
and the bout was adjudged a draw. 
Another disappointment was George 
Godfrey, of Philadelphia. The giant 
negro, outweighing Martin Burke, ‘of 
New Orleans, by 45 pounds, battered 
the Irishman about the ring for 10 
rounds, but could not put him down. 

Despite the almost waanimous dis- 
agreement with the decision in the 
main bout it seemed to those at the 
ringside that the Irishman. scored the 
most telling blows and -thus earned 
the award. Whether he really earned 
a bout with Paul Berlenbach for the 
world’s light heavyweight champion- 
ship is extremely doubtful, for Mike 
was the cautious shirker of old. 

There was much foul fighting, with 
butting and low blows during the con- 
test, but the referee at no time saw 
fit to interfere. 

Flowers had the better of the first 
round, landing repeatedly with his 
left to Mike’s head. The Irishman 
was better at in-fighting, but the 
Tiger covered up and gave him little 
chance to land his right. The second 
was about:even, with Flowers, owing 
to his peculiar southpaw style, con- 
stantly edging round behind Mike 
and peppering the Irishman from the 
back. 

McTigue Covers Up, 

In the third the Tiger took the ag- 
gressive after Mike had sunk his 
right several times in the -negro’s 
body, and gave the former champion 
such a shower of lefts and rights 
to the head that McTigue was glad to 
cover up. 

Both committed flagrant fouls in 
the fourth. Flowers hit McTigue low, 
but the referee said nothing, although 
Mike was obviously in pain. A mo- 
ment later, the Irishman twice fouled 
the negro, hitting low and being 
warned for it. In the fifth, McTigue 
staggered Flowers with repeated right- 
hand punches to the heart, and might 
have put his man away, if he had not 
been so tired from Bic effect of his 
own punches. Flowers was fighting 
back gamely at the bell. 

McTigue slashed open Flowers’ left 

eye in the sixth, and for a time had 
the negro hanging on, but the Tiger 
covered up well ad was not to be 
stopped. Before their round was over 
Flowers had taken the aggressive and 
was peppering Mike’s face with lefts 
and rights. The seventh went to 
Flowers because he took the agres- 
sive again, Mike refusing to open up 
until nearly the end of the round, 
when he missed badly.

This chatter is, in a way, prepara-| 


tory to introducing, thereforg, Oscar 
Mellilo, young second baseman acquir- 
ed by the Browns from the Milwaukee 
club of the American association. 


Two or three years ago Mellilo, 
with his present rep, might have been 
passed up by the big league clubs be- 
cause of his failure to hit in the 
minors-in a manner indicating ability 
to sock big league hurling. 

But as it is his fielding attracted 
the attention of the major scouts and 
it is with a feeling that his hitting 
can be improved enough to pass that 
the Browns turned over five players 
to the A. A. team for him. 

Judging by the fact that the Mil- 
waukee club turned down a couple of 
offers of $50,000 in cold coin for the 
lad to accept the Browns’ offer the 
players tendered must amount to a bit 
more than that in value to the minor 
club at least. 


Mellilo has been called “the new 
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Lajoie” by association writers. He 
is not only a graceful infielder but 


that surpassed the one hung up by 
Napoleon the Great. 


Of course the mark was set in the 
minors, as against Larry’s major 
league achievement, but there is in- 
terest in the figures, nevertheless. In 
152 games he accepted 1,066 chances 
afield, as against the 1,052 Lajoie 
accepted in 154 games with Cleveland 
years ago. it must be said in behalf 
of Mellilo and his work that the ball 
Larry handled probably did not have 
the zip to it the present day rabbit 
ball boasts.

Scranton, Pa., December 23.—(). 
Sixteen Catholic clergymen, “repre 
senting, in a pastoral capacity, 85 
per cent of the miners of the anthra- 
cite coal,” in letters to W. W. Inglis, 
chairman of the anthracite operators’ 
negotiating committee, and John lL. 
Lewis, president of the United Mine 
Workers, toyight declared that the 
great majority of mine workers were 
“tired of the present suspension and 
wanted to return to work.” 

The letters stated that the miners 
“want the authorized representatives 
of mire workers and operators to re- 
sume negotiations at once,” and that 
in the event of their failure to reach 
an’ agreement, “both sides refer all 
disputed questions to impartial ar- 
bitration.” ! 

The letter was framed at a confer- 
ence of the clergy of non-English- 
speaking peoples of Luzerne and Lack- 
awanna counties in . Wilkes-Barre 
Tuesday. ‘The priests asserted that 
their parishioners represented 85 per 
cent of all workers engaged in the 
hard coal mining industry.
